The pro­ 
posed bill fathered by Hoffman pro­ 
vides that the state be divided into 
five sections: that the faculty of the 
normal schools appoint a board of 
three examiners to test applicants for 
teachers’ certificates and to pass on 
them. This measure sought to re­ 
move from the county superintend­ 
ents the responsibility of licensing 
teachers. 
Mr. Van Dorn in his address said to 
transfer 
the responsibility of 
the 
superintendents to five 
examining 
boards meant that the county super­ 
intendents were to act as a sort of office 
boys. He said the superintendents 
would have the right to watch the ap­ 
plicants to see that they didn’t cheat; 
that they would have the right to tie 
up the papers and send them to the 
examining board and also play office 
boy again And carry them to the post- 
office to lie mailed, although the bill 
makes no provision for this responsi­ 
bility. Mr. Van Dorn said that he 
did not select the proposed measure 
especially to attack it but did so bs- 
cause it was a sample of propositions 
that are advanced from time to time 
to weaken the office.
